Indonesia’s  Sukarno  - Adventurer, 
Seeks  Independence  for  ‘Republic’

Indonesia’s  President  Sukarno 
may  not  have  made  clear  whe- 
ther he  prefers  the  free  or  tt\e 
Communist  world,  but  one  thing 
there’s  no  doubt  about — He 
doesn’t  like  the  Dutch. 

The  handsome  son  of  a Bali- 
nese mother  and  Japanese  father 
has  proven  himself  one  of  the 
most  able  revolutionary  leaders 
in  the  world. 

BUT  HE  STILL  has  to  prove 
himself  as  the  leader  of  a new 
nation  trying  to  find  itself  des- 
pite battling  rebels,  financial 
problems,  and  an  unstable  gov- 
ernment. 

Now  Sukarno's  government  is 
taking  a final  step  against  the 
Dutch  in  the  dispute  over  Dutch 
New  Guinea.  Both  the  Indor.es 
ians  and  the  Dutch  claim  the 
section  of  New  Guinea. 

In  the  developing  dispute,  the 
Indonesians  now  have  ordered 


all  50,000  Dutch  nationals  still 
living  in  Indonesia  expelled. 

ALTHOUGH  FEW  natives 
learned  to  read  under  Dutch 
rule,  Sukarno  managed  to  re- 
ceive a civil  engineering  degree 
and  then  went  to  work  against 
the  Dutch. 

He  wras  jailed  in  1929.  and 
then  kept  in  jail  or  exile  for  12 
of  the  next  13  years.  In  1942, 
the  Japanese  army  broke  the 
Dutch  rule  and  freed  Sukarno. 

He  collaborated  with  the  Jap- 
anese while  keeping  in  contact 
with  the  anti-Japanese  under- 
ground At  war’s  end,  he  was 
named  president  of  the  rebel 


republic  and  led  the  fight  until  ] 
the  Dutch  recognized  Indonesia’s  j 
sovereignty  in  1949 

SUKARNO  IS  slender,  hand-  j 
some,  kind-hearted  and  a spec- 1 
tacular  orator  who  has  the  deep 
affection  of  his  people.  He  has 
visited  both  the  U.  S.  and  Rus- j 
sia,  and  expressed  admiration! 
for  both  systems,  although  somej 
say  he  gave  more  admiration  in ; 
fact  to  the  Communist  econom-  j 
ics  system.  / 

He  divorced  his  first  wife  in' 
1942  and  married  a young  girl  j 
who  bore  him  two  boys  and 
three  girls.  In  1954,  he  took  an- 
other wife.
